“The stage business has reached 
a high standard In California. A few 
years ago people never thought that 
automobiles would ever be in a po­ 
sition to compete with railroads in 
passenger transportation. 
Automo­ 
biles were at first looked upon as a 
fad. 
Many people never dreamed 
that they would u k e the places of 
horse-drawn vehicles. 
"Following the perfection of the 
automobile far sighted people looked 
I ahead and prophesied that the 
day 
would come when huge autos would 
j travel over the highways and carry 
passengers, 
"That day has come. 
California 
has progressed 
further in 
stage 
transportation 
than 
many 
other 
states 
This is probably due to the 
ideal weather of this state through­ 
out the year, there being little snow 
to prove a hindrance as in the east­ 
ern states. The splendid highways 
of this state have also encouraged 
the auto stage business. 
"Few people realize the cities and 
towns that can be reached by auto 
stages. 
Stages arrive from distant 
points and leave Santa Ana hourly 
and half-hourly The stage depot in

ways resembles 
a

depot with its modern ticket offices, 
information bureau, waiting rooms,

The measure redefines the bound 
aries of the beach city. 
The hill 
was made necessary principally be­ 
cause the Santa Ana river, whose 
north bank had formerly been desig' 
Hated a » o n e of the limits of the city 
of Newport Beach, had been divert­ 
ed at B itter Point to empty directly 
Into the ocean, Instead of being al­ 
lowed to continue to follow a course 
toward Newport proper and to emp­ 
ty both Itself and Its silt into Orange 
county's harbor. 
“The north bank of the Santa Ana 
r4ver” was a satisfactory description 
of a boundary for common or garden 
variety of purposes, but It was held 
not to do at all when It came to real, 
dead in earnest questions of law. 
Employ Engineer 
So an engineer was employed sev­ 
eral months ago to make a definite 
survey of the meandering limits in­ 
volved. 
Stakes were set according 
to courses and distances, as the sur­ 
veyors have it, and the boundaries 
os fixed by the engineer were incor­ 
porated in the bill which is now be­ 
fore Governor Stephens. 
Roughly, the new boundary still 
follows the old course of the Santa 
Ana river, but the line is now def­ 
initely fixed by stakes. 
Fills made 
by the harbor commission in the bay 
Just off the highway near the glass 
works building made It possible to 
define the boundaries unequivocally. 
The only change of Importance was 
made beginning at a point on the 
San Joaquin ranch property at New­ 
port heights, where the line “ties in­ 
to’* the most northerly bulkhead line 
and follows it into the sea. 
W here 
no bulkhead has as yet been con­ 
structed, the line follows that of the 
government survey. 
So they will soon know exactly 
where Newport Beach is, and the 
chances of there being serious tan­ 
gles lr. litigation will be obviated, as 
soon as the Governor signs Eden’s 
bill.

Secondly, some in te r­ 
national but unscientific pickpocket 
m ight be tem pted by the fact th a t it 
is worth about two m illion francs. 
Thirdly 
and 
worsely, 
if 
M adame 
Curie were to bring the gram m e 
of 
radium home 
in • her 
pocket, the 
things th at would hapen to her would 
m ean a greater loss to the scientific 
world than as though 
some 
clever 
thief pinched the gram m e. 
W hile 
M adame 
Curie 
probably 
w ouldn’t die on the spot, neverthe­ 
less the radio-activity of radium is 
so great and Its effect upon the tis­ 
sues so startlin g th at were M adame 
Curie to show her appreciation 
of 
A m erica’s gift by never parting w ith 
the precious gram m e certain death 
would ensue. 
« 
T he burning and 
destruction 
of 
the tissues th a t com e from exposure 
to radium do not m anifest them selves 
a t once. 
T he action of the radium 
is not on the skin itself, but on the 
tissues underneath. 
The sorces en­ 
gendered by exposure to radium be­ 
gin to show them selves som e 
two 
w eeks afterw ards. 
However, M adame Curie Is en tire­ 
ly too wise to tho eccentricities of 
radium to allow h erself to be trapped 
into any too close fam iliarity or even 
to endanger sub epiderm us of other 
passengers on the boat who will ac­ 
com pany her and the gram m e back 
from New York. 
In fact ll has already been decid­ 
ed 
th a t 
the 
m ischievous 
little 
gram m e of radium will be split up 
into tw elve or fifteen sm aller and 
less m ischievous parts. 
Each one of these p arts will be 
enclosed in a glass bulb and each 
bulb enclosed in a nice little lead 
case of about two inches in thick­ 
ness—lead and platinum being non­ 
conductors of radio-activity. 
The tw elve or fifteen little lead 
cases will then be stow ed away in 
th e ship’s safe and if any enterpris­ 
ing thief w ants to m onkey with the 
com bination in order to get his fing­ 
ers on th a t two m illion francs worth 
of radium —why M adame Curie says 
he will ju st have to take all the risks 
him self, both legally 
and 
sicentifl- 
cally. 
And she has a very firm conviction 
th a t the scientific radio-activity ef­ 
fects on th e thief will render it quits 
unnecessary for the law to intervene 
in the case.
